morning. 


"Captain 
Boyd 
immediately 


dispatched B courier to the Jefe 
Politico of the little village, ad- 
vising him that we were on our 
way to Villa Ahumada. 


"After we had waited 
some 


time, Lieutenant Colonel Rivas 
came out and 
warned Captain 


Boyd that he had 
better 
turn 


back. Captain Boyd then explain- 
ed that he was in pursuit of some 
bandits which he had heard had 
looted Santo Domingo and 
also 


was bound to catch a negro desert- 
er, who he had heard was in Villa 
Ahumada. 


"In reply to this, Lieutenant 


Rivas notified the American that 
if he attempted to advance he 
would have to pass over the dead 
bodies of the Mexicans. He ad- 
vised Boyd that lie had better not 
argue the matter. 


"Rivas returned to the village 


to report to his superior officer, 
General Gomez, who sent out a 
note inviting the 
Americans .to 


enter Carrizal for a conference. 
Captain Boyd declined tho invita- 
tion. 


"On this ground Gomez went 


out in person aud 
insistently 


urged the Americans to 
retire, 


pointing out that his orders from 
his superiors necessitated his act- 
ing on them without further par- 
ley. 
General Gomez 
repeated 


these words as he walked away. 
Boyd merely answered 'alright.' " 


General Trevino's announce- 


ment goes on to quote Spillabury 
as .saying that 
after General 


Gomez had returned to his troops, 
who were lined up outside the 
town, Captain Boyd ordered his 
men to advance, whereupon Spi 
bury expostulated with him, argu- 
ing that a fight was sure to fol- 
low. 
Spillsbury is reported as 


saying that Captain Boyd "obsti- 
nately seemed to think that the 
Mexican general was only bluff- 
ing" and the firing quickly be- 
gan. He is quoted further: 


"Captain Moore and Lieutenant 


Adair fell mortally wounded. Cap- 
tain Moore was wounded in the 
shoulder and immediately the 
negroes became demoralized. At 
the same time the men 
holding 


the horses fled with the mounts, 
leaving behind 17 negroes 
and 


myself. We were forced to sur- 
render. 


"I saw the bodies of Boyd and 


Adair and at least eleven negroes 
on the field of battle." 


Mexican authorities asserted to- 


day that the prisoners had been 
well treated cnroute to Chihuahua 
City. 


General Trevino soys that, he 


received some days ago an an- 
nouncement from General Pcrsh-

SEEING A NATIONAL CONVENTION 


(TOTAl ARTICLE) 


The denouncement that Senator Ollie James, 
of Kentucky, 


was to be the permanent chairman of the convention and would 
deliver an address, had the effect of drawing delegates early 
to 


the convention, hall Thursday.' 
Most of us were incur sents 


when the convention was rapped to order at 11:25, and Big Ollie 
certainly came up to expectations. Senator James is a 
different 


type of an orator from Governor Glynn. He is more on the Fora- 
•ker style, rampantly and frankly partisan in his talk. 
With his 


first nentence he had the convention on its toes and at times he haa 
to repeat whole sentences of his speech in response to insistent de- 
mands from the floor. At the conclusion of'his talk and while re- 
ports of committees were being 
awaited, 
there 
were 
re- 


peated calls for Bryan from the galleries. It was noticeable that 
-few of the cries came from the delegates. The galleries finally be- 
came so insistent that Chairman .JamesAnnounced Mr. Bryan was 
not in the hall but would speak at ,the evening 'session. Shortly 


.afterwards the convention adjourned until 9 o'clock in the evening 


when the nominations were taken up. 


In the crush to get to the Coliseum I lost my partners that 


evening but at that I was on hands an hour before the time set for 
convening. And it was lucky I was too for there was one deuce of 
a time in getting into the hall. It seems that Missouri is so unfor- 
tunate as to possess a funny, fussy light weight: little 
chap for 


governor by the name of Guy Major. He imagined he was running 
for vice president and as he had control of the St. Louis police, un- 
der a state law, he took advantage of the occasion to pack the 
Coliseum with his friends, expecting them to make a demonstra- 
tion in'.his favor. Result was that delegates and those with regu- 
lar tickets entitling them to admission arrived at the 
Coliseum 


to find the place packed and the doors locked. 
And maybe 


'.there were not some mad people. There was shouting and cursing 


and rioting in front 01 a dozen doors. Twenty fights between del- 
egates and policemen ,were in progress at one time, while at 
one 


door a crowd got a pole and started to hatter down the door only 
Vo"be set upon by a squad of police.. Before the press door was a 
'distinguished group of correspondents and guests headed by Wil- 
liam Jennings Bryan and they protested loud and long. Finally a 
group of mounted police charged through the crowd, dispersing it. 


Pickpockets were operating in the crowds and every few min- 


utes some unfortunate would yell out that he had been 
robbed. 


The police seemed powerless. At any rate they were inactive and 
the most 'bitter accusations were hurled at them. Finally word 
got to Chairman Ollie James o£ what was going on outside and he 
made a bitter talk in the course of which he ordered 
every 
dele- 


gate and newspaper man admitted or he would shut up the con- 
vention and move it somewhere else where decent treatment would 
be assured. This had the desired effect. In the meantime how- 
ever a big police captain had smuggled me in through a private 
passage way and I managed to be in.my scat in time to hear Mr. 
Bryan make his speech. It was not the old time Bryan 
atmos- 


phere. That warm feeling between speaker and audience was not 
there. He seemed to feel it too and his talk lucked the fire and 
electric energy that characterized many other efforts of his I have 
heard. For one thing the' delegates were in doubt as to bis inten- 
tions. They were expecting Kim to torpedo tlie President before 
he got through, not expecting exactly 
but . suspicious 
that 
lie 


might. Only towards the end when Jlr. Bryan avowed his inten- 
tion of supporting Wilson did the delegates begin to warm up to 
him. Had Bryan started his address with the 
declaration 
that 


closed it, lie would have had the entire 15,000 in the Coliseum with 
him and his reception would have been warmer. Possibly too un- 
der the inspiration of approval he might have 
made 
a 
better 


speech.

President Wilson, with a big reputation made at Baltimore, where 
he won golden opinion by his performance on a similar occasion.

jammed." When Westcott startd I settled down for an hour's en- 
joyment, but I was disappointed. 
So were all the rest. \Vest- 


cott's speech may read well in print. Heard at the eonvention it 
was a dreary failure. His delivery was poor, his words 
did 
not 


seem to fit together just right. Then there were too many of the 
long syllabled variety and that never goes in a public meeting of 
a political character. Long before. Judge Wcslcutt. drew near his 
peroration his voice was almost di-owned out by the hum of conver- 
sation and the shuffling ot'feet. 
Here and there some unruly one 


wiled out "Name Him", surest sign of that tired feeling.

But things quieted down when Westcolt drew neai- the 
end 


and there was a wild outburst when he placed Wilson's name be- 
fore the, convention. This was the 45 minute affair. 
It was like all 


the rest, of these long-winded demonstrations, 
spontaneous, 
in- 


sistent at first. Then after a time one section quiets 
down 
and 


another takes up the yelling and .the waving o£ flags and 
the 


narchiug about the hall. All the time the bands are playing, the 
galleries"are shouting, singing, joining in with this state and that in 
•heir favorite songs. It was all very 
interesting 
but it 
looked 


funny to'me to see men carrying on the way they did for almost 
an hour. 


Governor Harmon was- given a prolonged demonstration from 


the Ohio crowd when he seconded 
"Wilson's 
nomination 
and 


everybody but one lonesome delegate voted "Aye" when the mo- 
tion'was "put to make Wilson's nomination by acclamation. 
Thus 


the vote stood 1081 to 1. The dissenting delegate was Robert Em- 
melt Burke, a fat, puffy checked, fussy little person from Chicago. 
One St. Louis paper said that he looked for all the world like a 
fat frog. And that was a good description of him. But he 
was 


the most swelled up man in St. Louis over his action, 
lie thought 


be had done a great thing. 


It took jnst 10 words for Senator Kern to nominate Vice Pres- 


ident Marshall and it took the convention, but little.longer to re- 
noininate him by acclamation, the name of the Major person who 
had packed the galleries not being 
mentioned. 
Following 
this 


there were a number of speeches, the most interesting and enter- 
taining being by Congressman liefflin, of Alabama. He can 
talk. 


It was long after two o'clock when we all reached the hotel and 
after the excitement of the evening no one was in a mood to sleep. 
We couldn't, have slept if we had wanted to. So a big crowd, some 
who 
could sing and some who could not. started to call upon dis- 


tinguished Ohioans and also some other states, who were quartered 
at the Planters Hotel. 
"\Vc achieved a wonderful success and our 


efforts were highly appreciated by everybody hut those whom we 
favored with selections.

The announcement that Senator Ollie James, 
of Kentucky, 


Bas to be the permanent chairman of the convention and would 
deliver an address,-had the effect of drawing delegstes early i to 
the convention hall Thursday. 
Most of us were in our seats 


\dien the convention was rapped to order at 11:25, and Big Ollie 
tcrtainly came lip to expectations. Senator James is a different 
type of an orator from Governor (Jlynn. He is more on the Fora- 
jcr style, rampantly and frankly partisan in his talk. 
With his 


first sentence he had the convention on its toes and at times he had 
to repent whole sentences of his'speech in response to insistent de- 
mands from the floor. -At tho conclusion of his talk and while re- 
ports of committees were being awaited, there 
were , re- 


peated calls for 'Bryan from the galleries. 
It was noticeable 
that 


few of the cries came from the delegates. TEe galleries finally be- 
came so insistent that Chairman James announced Mr. Bryan wai 
not in Ihe hall hut would speak at the evening session. Shortly 
afterwards the convention adjourned until 9 o'clock in the evening 
when the nominations were taken iip. 


In the crush to get to the Coliseum I lost my partners that 


evening but at that I was on hands' an hour before the time set for 
convening. And it was lucky I was too for there was one deuce of 
a time in getting into the hall. 
It seems that Missouri is so.unfor- 


tunate as to possess a funny, fussy light weight little \ chap for 
governor by the name of Guy Major. He,imagined he was running 
for vice president and as he had control of the St. Louis police, un- 
der a state law, he took advantage of the occasion to pack the' 
Coliseum with his -friends, expecting them to make a demonstra-- 
liou in his favor. Result was that delegates and those with regu- 
lar tickets entitling them to admission arrived 
at the 
Coliseum 


to find the place packed and the doors locked. 
And maybe 


there were not some mad people. There was shouting and cursing 
and rioting in front of a dozen doors. Twenty fights between del- 
egates and policemen, were in progress at one time, While at 
one 


door a crowd got a pole and started to batter down the door only 
to be set upon by a squad of police. Before the press door was a 
distinguished group of correspondents and guests headed by "Wil- 
liam Jennings Bryan and they protested loud and long. Finally a 
group of mounted police charged through the crowd, dispersing it. 


Pickpockets were operating in the crowds and every few min- 


utes sonic unfortunate would yell out that he had been robbed. 
The police seemed powerless. At any rate they were inactive and 
the most -hitter accusations were hurled at them. Finally -word 
pot to Chairman Ollie James of what was going on outside and he 
made a bitter talk in the course of which he ordered every dele- 
gate and ;ncwspaper man_ admitted or he would shut up the con- 
vention and move it somewhere else where decent treatment would 
be assured. This had the desired effect. In the meantime how- 
ever a big-police captain-had-smuggled me in-througn a private 
passage way aud I managed to be in my seat in lime to hear Mr. 
Bryan make his speech. -It was not the old time -Bryan atmos- 
phere. That warm feeling between speaker and audience was not 
there. He seemed to feel it too and bis talk lacked the fire and 
electric energy thiit characterized many other efforts of his I have 
heard. For one thing the delegates were in doubt as to his inten- 
tions. They were expecting him to torpedo the 'President, before 
he pit through, not expecting exactly 
hut 
suspicious that he 


might. Only towards the end when Mr. Bryan avowed his inten- 
tion of supporting- Wilson did the delegates begin to warm up to 
bim. Had Bryan started his address with the 
declaration that
